The writ will prevent the re- 
moval of Newman until next Tues- 
day morning, when the matter will 
be argued before Superior Judge 
Charles S. Burnell here. 

Newman's attorneys were sur- 
prised by the Governor’s action, as 
they said they had been promised 
time to get witnesses and affidavits 
from East St. Louis and Youngs- 
O.. to prove that Newman 
was not i: Hlinois when Adams 
was assassinated, Dec. 12, last. 
Mrs. Newman, who had gone to the 
State Capital, had appealed to the 
Governor to delay action. The ha- 
beas corpus writ was granted by 
Superior Judge Hartley Shaw. 

Governor Signs Paper. 

Sheriff Pritchard of Franklin 
County arrived at Sacramento yes- 
terday with requisition papers 
signed by Gov. Small of Iilinois. 
Upon his arrival, Gov. Young tele- 
graphed Newman’s lawyer at Long 
Beach, inquiring what Newman's 
defense against removal would be. 
The lawyer today rcplied that New- 
man would seek to show that the 
Governor and Attorney-General] of 
Illinois and the State’s Attorney 
and Sheriff of Franklin Sounty 
were in a conspiracy to have New- 
Inan returned to Illinois, where he 
would be assassinated.

BRUSSELS, May 28.—With the 
Cross of Leopold on his breast 
where King Albert of the Bel- 
gians pinned it this afternoon, 


Capt. Charles A. Lindbergh stood 
before a distinguished group at the 
American Club tonight and de- 
clared he would leave for America 
soon. 

Crown Prince Leopold sat at the 
Am-:rican’s right hand and Pre- 
mier Jaspar at his left, while Lind- 
bergh made the most complete 
speech he has made in Europe. Be- 
fore him were some of the great- 
est men of Belgium. 

Lindbergh's speech closed a day 
that started in Paris and carried 
him on a flight above that city 
while its millions gaped upward, 
that took him through a rainy but 
otherwise uneventful hop to Brus- 
sels and an audience with the royal 
family when the Cross of Leopold 
was pinned on his breast by the 
King’s own hands, and through sev- 
eral public appearances when the 
people of Brussels swarmed around 
him by tens:of thousands. 

Going Home Soon, 

With a deprecating smile for 
making such an obviously politic 
remark, Lindbergh said he had twa 
purposes in starting for Europe. 
The first, he said, was to land at 
Le Bourget. The second was to 
sce B2lgium. Now -tnat he had ac- 
complished both objectives, “I shall 
soon be going home,” he said. 

There was no applause, 

The natural desire he had in 
over Europe is 
weakering perceptibly, probably on 
account of the almost official char- 
acter given to hia, It was bound 
to have pleased him to hear Pre- 
mier Jaspar compliment him as @ 
representative of rica’s initia- 
tive and daring, and for Prinee 
Leopold to say, “I and all those 
who have welcomed you so heartily 
cannot speak too highly of your 
daring.” But he showed his anxie- 
ty to get away from such themes

It was 3:15 o'clock this after- 
noon when Lindbergh alighted at

Soldicrs Hold Back Crowd.

Last year in Florida, tellewinn 
the advice of Jimmy Donaldson, I 
attempted in all my iron shots to 
hit mostly with my left hand and 
arm. Jimmy confined Wis entire 
attention and mine to that single 
point. At that time I was playing 
a moderately open stance—right 
foot advanced and shoulders turned 
well toward the hole. Obviously, 
Jimmy diagnosed my trouble to be 
hitting too quickly from the top of 
my swing. My right. hand was 
taking command from the very be- 
ginning of the stroke with result- 
ing loss of power and control at 
the moment of impact.

F course, it is often impossi- 
Q»- to say with exactness just 

what is the cause of a bad 
shot. but in my case, I think I 
know what I was doing and my ex- 
perience has shed light, at least 
for me, upon the merits of the 
controversy concerning the left 
hand. The left has its part, cer- 
tainly. From the top of the swing 
I think the left hand and arm 
should pull 4he club down until 
the hands are approximately waist 
The wrists are then still 
cocked or “broken” and in a pos- 
sition to hit. The right then by 
sheer necessity overcomes the left 
and drives the club through the 
ball. Of course, this is all purely 
conjectural and is intended only as 
more or less interesting discussion. 
Whether or not my theory will 
beat the test of the tell-tale slow 
motion camera I do not know. At 
any rate, it is the feeling I have 
when playing a shot, and that aft- 
er all is the best guide. 


In this connection, there is one 
thought I should like to add. When 
playing a full shot with either 
wood or iron I like to feel that I 
am tugging at the club with my 
left hand and arm, because as ex- 
plained above, there is then no 
danger that the right will fail to 
come through; but when the 
stroke is eased up for any reason, 
I always have the feeling that Il 
must wait for the clubhead to 
catch up. In other words, I am 
forced them to think about bring- 
ing the right hand around. As I 
have suggested, in the end it is a 
matter of timing which concerns 
us, the problem being to use ev- 
ery bit of power where it will do 
the most good.
